1 . It is alleged that there are references throughout the specification that the base station 
adjusts transmission power according to both power control commands and power control step 
size. However, the portion of the specification pointed out by applicant only teaches that the 
transmit power of the base station is adjusted in large step or incrementally only in response to 
power control command received from the mobile station. It is also asserted that English does not 
teach that two reference rate power levels having dependent rate and each with its own loop for 
setting the power level of the dependent rate. However, such limitation is not in the claim.
